If wheat must pass through four or five 
machines before the operation of re- 
ducing it to flour commences, under 
the short system, we fail to see where 
the advantage of that system comes 
in, if one machine will clean it suffi- 
ciently to make- satisfactory flour on 
the gradual reduction system. The 
use of half a dozen cleaners will 
amount to the same thing, practically, 
as half a dozen breaks with one cleaner. 
It is true that six cleaners cost less 
than six sets of rolls, but they take 
more space and nearly as much power 
as the rolls. Mr. Putnam is the first 
logical advocate of the short system 
who has come out of a successful short 
system mill with results to back up his 
arguments, but he has not convinced 
all of his readers, as yet, that the short 
system is the panacea for all milling ills.

87,300 bbls the week before Ted "61,000 
bbls for the corresponding time in 
1886. There has been some improve- 
ment in the water power, but as fast 
as it comes up mills are s and so 
the head is kept down pretty well. 
Thirteen mills are in operation Lae O 
and they are making about 17,500 bb 
daily. Another of 1,000 bbls capacity 
will be started to-morrow, and others 
will follow if the water continues to 
improve. Those mills running with 
steam are increasing the use of water. 
The decline in wheat has had a depress- 
ing effect on the flour market, which is 
weak and inactive. Millers state that 
offers from abroad are as low as at any 
time this year. About the only flour 
sold is to domestic trade. As forecast 
a week ago, the flour exports for last 
week were enormous, and the ship- 
ments were also large, this being due 
to the cleaning out of the Pillsbury 
warehouse.

The North Dakota roller mill at 
Hillsboro, Da., of which E. M. Tit- 
comb, formerly with Allis & Oo., i 
manager, has been running steadily 
and is oversold on the product. O. O. 
Heasley, head miller, is making very 
fine flour, the patent ranking withany 
in the Red river valley. e mill is 
four stories high, of modern build, has 
steam power, excellent track facilities 
and a 35,000 bus elevator. Hillsboro 
has an immense wheat raising territo- 
ry tributary to it, and Mr. Titcomb 
assured the writer that fully 3,000 
acres of new land would be under cul- 
tivation this summer. The mill was 
formerly run by Mr. Green, and it has 
become a very desirable property un- 
der Mr. Titcomb’s management. 

The Russell & Miller Milling. Co. ba 
erates three mills along the line of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, one at Val- 
lr one at Jamestown and one at 
Bismarck, which gives them about 450 
bbls per day output. All the mills 
have steam in connection with their 
water power and run steadily day and 
night. Wheat is obtained from first 
hands, and they talk of building an 
elevator at Valley City to afford better 
storage facilities. Arthur Miller man- 
ages the Valley City mill, while his 
brother Walter, well known in Minne- 
apolis, is the head miller of the James- 
town mill. E. J. White is m r of 
the latter mill. The success of this 
company is one of the best evidences 
of what energy and capable manage- 
ment will doin a new country. 

Wheat costs 62c at the mill door 
here. Bran sells at $12 and shorts at 
$15 all along the Northern Pacific. 

The Fargo roller mill is of 350 bbls 
copoctty, and was built by E. P. Allis 
& Co. It has not shut down, except 
Sundays and holidays, since August 
last, and is having an increasin 
demand for its product. The mi 
is under the management of D. A. 
Shotwell, who not only knows how to 
make flour, but also has the faculty of 
getting his money for it, as the mill 
has lost but one bill in the t three 

ears. He purchases his wheat from 

ret hands, and the Red river runs by 
the back door of the mill, so that it 
can be received in immense boat loads 





when uired. Years ago, before the 
import duty was im on flour by 
Canada, Fargo shipped most of its 


product by boat through to Winnipeg, 
and it was an excellent market, but 
that being. stopped, the mills had to 
find other outlets. Fargo is on three 
pac din ag ag bya agl woe

Minneapolis. There is asplendid home 
market for feed of all ds. Wheat 
costs 62 cents here. 

The Casselton roller mill, at Cassel- 
ton, Da., is owned by Mr. May, who 
also owns the Occidental hotel. The 
mill is under the management of W. I. 
Fisher, who is also running a farm of 
640 acres on which : nothing but No. 1 
hard wheat is raised. The mill has an 
artesian well 310 feet deep, which sup- 

lies it with all necessary water. Wood 
‘or fuel is brought from Minnesota and 
costs about $4 per cord.

we pledge ourselves to leave such asso- 
ciation, etc.’ The men do not go back 
at old rates, but a reduction for a period 
of three months.”

Death of John D. Nolan. 


The Millers’ Journal Oo., of New 
York, writes under date of March 12 
that Mr. John D. Nolan, who is well 
known in the milling trade as the orig- 
inal milling jo t of the United 
States, died at his home in Brooklyn 
on the night of Friday, March 11, the 
cause of his death being apoplexy. 
Mr. Nolan has been connected with the 
business of milling journalism since 
1868 or 1869, when he established a mill- 
ing journal in New York, the second 
pone of the kind in the United States, 
and in fact thesecond one printed in the 
English language. He conducted this 
Sag for several years, and had again 

mn connected with it up to January 
last, when he engaged in the business 
of milling engineer. He was at one 
time connected with the NORTHWEST- 
ERN MILLER, and was the author of 
several works on milling. He was 
about 45 years old at the time of his 
death, and had been a resident of the 
United States since the of 19, 
when he arrived in New York from 
Ireland, his native country. Mr. No- 
lan was a man of conspicuous peg 
in several directions, and his loss will 
be feltin the field of milling litera- 
ture. He wasa member of the New 
York press club, and was also a Mason 
in very high standing, and his funeral 
will be conducted, so our informant 
states, by the club and the lodge of 
which he was a member. Mr. Nolan 
leaves a large family to mourn his loss.

Garrett, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, is willing to dispose 
of a controlling interest in the road at 
the rate of $200 per share. To sa; 
what effect the sale of the road 
have on the business interests of Balti- 
more would be mere speculation, but I 
will venture that when the whole truth 
is known concerning this affair, and 
whatever the outcome, whether the 
road Popes into other hands or not, it 
will all ultimately redound to the wel- 
fare of our city. Mr. Garrett’s home 
and his interests are all here and he 
will do nothing detrimental to either. 

The flour market this week has been 
firm, with a continued good demand 
from the local dealers, particularly for 
the medium and low es. The re- 
ceipts this week were 70,010 bbls and 
the a og 87,037 bbls. The heavy 
throu shipments of flour continue 
from the west to European markets, as 
is shown by our export figures. The 
wheat market has been steadily declin- 
ing here since my last letter, while at 
the same time it has been violent] 
fluctuating in Chicago. The ceabenne 
seems to take little or no stock in 
the Chicago May boom. We are about 
two cents lower than a week ; 
while Chicago May wheat is about the 
same price. The wheat deal is very 
much mixed. The manipulation going 
on in Chicago has conve a good many 
shorts out, while at the same time they 
have remained short or gotten so in 
the winter wheat markets. It is quite 
possible that these very parties may 

et be caught and squeezed again, but

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In my last article in this paper, I 
treated the subject of power required 
in a mill where a short system was to 
be used. In so doing my object was to 


convey to those who favor this column 
with their attention, the understanding 
that if desirable with the same number 
of reduction machines that they now 
use in the manufacture of a given 
number of bbls of flour, they could 
introduce the short system without 
fear of exhausting their limited surplus 
of power. Forinstance: It is the case 
with many firms that they have en- 
larged the mill until it works their 
water power up to its fullest capacity, 
and yet have insufficient a and 
any further improvement in the direc- 
tion of additional output is thought 
impossible without first making ex- 
pensive improvement in the power 
plant. It is of little consequence 
whether water or steam power is em- 
ployed in this emergency, as any addi- 
tion in that ee hp means a large 
—— and when considered together 
with the machinery generally thought 
necessary to yield the desired increase 
of capacity, proves too great to be 
profitable. Therefore, I wish to im- 
ress on the minds of ef who suffer 
m the above causes and would will- 
ingly improve if thought practicable, 
that with the same power exerted to 
produce their present amount of flour, 
25 per cent additional, as a minimum 
estimate, can be had with the same 
water or steam power, as the case may 
be, and better results be reached with- 
out additional expense for either power 
or reduction machinery. In this series 
of articles I intend to show the way to 
reach the better results possible with 
short system milling, and I think it 
very important thata thorough under- 
standing of all the conditions necessary 
be had, to guard against the possibility 
of any think ing their case an exception 
and who might think their machines 
sufficient for the work, but fear a 
change of systems, anticipating insuf- 
ficient power. The cleaning of wheat 
must be more thorough than has been 
practiced in the past. It is useless to 
change a mill to a system that dis- 
misses the splitting operation, and ex- 
pect improved results without com- 
nsating for this cleaning operation. 

e error of such a course is plain, in 
that you not only remove a factor to 
clean wheat, but at the same time you 
have in view increased capacity, which 
would call for more grain passing 
through the cleaners, and thus reduce 
the chance for thorough work. So 
much has been said and written on this 
subject, that it is impossible to get the 
attention of readers when it is dis- 
cussed, but I cannot feel that it is right 
to pass it without saying that you need 
not try to proceed to quick reduction 
without first of all reconstructing your 
cleaning system, unless the one at 
present employed willremove the fibres 
entirely from the end of the wheat. 
The sure foundation is laid here for 
successful short system work. Neglect 
itin the least detail, and you impose 
upon the milling system that follows a 
task which will be too much for best 
results to just that degree of imperfec- 
tion contained in the wheat delivered 
to the main break. There is no elas- 
nyo | to this statement. You must first 
of all clean your wheat. If a blue cast 
is noticeable in your break flour, when 
compared to purified middlings flour, 
it a from just this cause, and no 
other. Do not censure the milling sys- 
tem, but clean your wheat. I believe 
in a gradual system of cleaning, and 
suggest four scouring operations as 
necessary. - If a cleaner is employed 
that is calculated to be severe enough 
to remove all the fuzz from the end of 
the wheatberry in one operation, it not 
only always fails to accomplish this re- 
sult, but breaks wheat and injures the 
bran, thus rendering the milling more 
difficult for obvious reasons. By grad- 


ual, gentle cleaning, the grain can be

LONDON LETTER. 





Demoralization appears to have set 
in during the it week in the wheat 
trade. y, it is difficult to say. 
Things have not changed for the bet- 


ter, certainly, but they have not 
changed for the worse. e reasons of 
the present weakness in prices are 


two: (1.) The abnormally large visible 
7 on your side, which, even if the 
invisible quantity be all the more un- 
smpossans on that account, is still con- 
sidered as so much wheat waiting to 
be thrown upon the European market 
at the least sign that it is wanted ; (2.) 
the flood of American flour in London 
and the principal centres is creating 
such havoc among millers by cutting 
down the prices, that they are restrict- 
ing their manufacture, and buy very 
little wheat, preferring, in fact, to bu 

American flour and mix it with the 

own manufacture. The art of mixin 

is indeed now being largely practice 

by our millers, which is hardly to be 
wondered at when in London they can 
buy Minneapolis straight flour at 24s 
6d per sack of 280 lbs ex-ship, or actu- 
ally cheaper than they themselves 
— manufacture an equal quality of 

our. 

Whether it be the much abused 
American competition, or whether it 
be inability on the part of our millers 
to econo in theirstyle of manufac- 
ture, [can hardly say. Probably it is 
both, but it is a fact, quite without ex- 
aggeration, that the British milling 
trade is in a very bad, almost desper- 
ate state. Hardly a week passes but 
what we hear of the failure of one or 
two firms, while other mills are being 
quietly shut down, without any public 
notice thereof. The result is that there 
are more mills to let at the present 
time than ever before. As a conse- 
quence millers are beginning to cry 
out for protection, and the Millers’ 
Gazette has for some weeks past been 
publishing voluminous correspondence 
on the subject, pro and con. 

I have already said, apathy, 
almost amounting to demoralization, 
has set in, and the opinion is growing 
that, with favorable prospects for the 
next American crop, ces will not 
improve, but will be difficult to main- 
tain. We know from experience how 
difficult it is to move a market out of 
arut, such as itis now in, but for my 
—, while I confess that America has 

es unexpected resources in the 
way of wheat surplus, and thus pre- 
vented what everyone expected early 
in the season, viz.: a 40s level of prices, 
still I can not discover from the legiti- 
mate standpoint of supply and de- 
mand why, even taking the broadest 
view of America’s capacity to shi 
wheat, prices should descend to the 
previous lowlevel. The fact that our 
stocks are now only 1,750,000 qrs, 
against 4,000,000 qrs 18 months ago, 
ought to count for something. Then 
the virtual impossibility of any mate- 
rial increase in these stocks, but rather 
a strong likelihood of their decreasing 
within the next six months, must have 
some effect ; and, finally, the import- 
ance of Russia as a poems com- 
petitor with America in the wheat sup- 
ly, is important to keep in view. 
us, with the greatest wish to arrive 
at a correct appreciation of the posi- 
tion, one can not foresee an abundance 
of supplies, and abundance alone would 
warrant lower prices than are now 
ruling.

of his kin, and a contest for it has just 
been begun between two persons in no 
way related to him, neither of whom 
was mentioned in his will. Old Mr. 
Davis boarded for many years witha 
woman whose name was either Kot- 
man or Kennedy. She was a widow 
in humble circumstances. This woman, 
when Abraham was advanced in life, 
he married. He then changed his 
manner of life. He built a very large 
and ostentatious house on a knoll that 
rises from the shores of Greenwich 
bay, not far from the old American 
club house. It cost $30,000, and is now 
known as the Mansion house, a sea- 
view hotel. Here Mr. Davis brought 
his bride. He became paralyzed, and 
in 1878, having been married only 
three or four years, he died childless. 
His will _ everything to his wife. 
After a bitter contest it was sustained. 
Mrs. Davis died in 1883. Her will left 
the whole of the estate except a few 
trifling bequests to Ann Kot- 
man, in whose ion the property 
now is. Ann Eliza Kotman is now a 
Mrs. Dougan, of New York, but what 
her relation to Mrs. Davis is seems to 
be a matter of no little mystery. By 
her first husband Mrs. Dougan had a 
son, now a lad of 10 or 12, whois known 
as Willie Kotman, and this boy is 
either a grandson by blood or ase 
tion or a grand nephew to Mrs. Davis 
or else no kin at all of Abraham 
Davis’ widow. Mrs. Davis’ will was 
probated in Greenwich in the winter of 
1883-4, and by Connecticut statute con- 
tests of wills are barred after the lapse 
of three years. On the very last day 
before the expiration of the three 
years, an attorney filed in the probate 
court at Greenwich a notice of appeal 
and contest. The appellant is iowis 
Kennedy, of St. Louis, and he seeks to 
b the will of Mrs. Davis, on the 
ge that Ann Eliza Kotman, now

ence over Davis. Lewis Kennedy 





is a nephew of Mrs. Davis, and it is 








averred that he will claim that neither 

nor her late husband 
relative of Mrs. Davis, and 
that therefore her son Willie has 
none of Mrs. Davis’ blood in his veins. 
This would not break the will, but it 
would bar Mrs. Dou or her son 
from —s as an heir if the will 
should be broken. There are only the 
vaguest hints yet of the manner in 
which the appellant Kennedy expects 
to show that the undue influence was 
exercised. But that this undue influ- 
ence was something more than astrong 
person acting upon one weakened by 
age or sickness, and that it may in- 
volve the knowledge of certain facts 
which Mrs. Davis wished to conceal, 
will be alleged in the papers by Mr. 
Kennedy’s counsel. Mrs. Dougan is 
said to be a woman of great ener 
and determination, and will, it is 
thought, spare no expense to defend 
her title to the estate.

This is rightly 
construed as an imposition upon 
Missouri millers, as well as upon the 
consumers. 

After the association becomes more 
thoroughly organized and in better 
working order they expect to combine 
with the National Millers’ Association 
in having a standing committee su- 
perintend the exportation of the sur- 
plus products of the state to foreign 
countries. It will be the business of 
this committee to solicit purchases 
and to obtain the very best prices for
